The school committee’s appropriation of 
one thousand dollars for the purchase of 
books for the library seems partly in vain, 
for only 338 students have applied for 
library cards out of the 1, 546 students 
that are now in Rindge.

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THE ORIGIN OF THANKSGIVING DAY 


BY FRANK A. CHANCE JR. 





Thanksgiving in the United States 
and Canada, is a day set apart an- 
nually for the blessings of the year. 
Originally, it was a harvest thanks- 
giving, and while the purpose has be- 
come less specific, the festival still 
takes place late in the autumn, after 
the crops have been gathered. In- 
deed, it is probably an outgrowth 
of the harvest-home celebrations of 
England. Such celebrations are of 
very ancient origin, being nearly uni- 
versal among primitive people. 

THE FIRST THANKSGIVING 


Plymouth Colony’s first dreadful 
winter, during which almost half of 
the Pilgrim company died, had passed, 
and renewed hope had grown up with 
the summer. When the corn crop 
was gathered, in the fall of 1621, 
Governor Braford decreed a day of 
thanksgiving. Great were the pre- 
parations—the few women in the co- 
lony spent days boiling, baking and 
roasting; and even the children were 
busy turning the roasts on the spits 
before the open fires. As guests, 
there were more than _ four-score 
freindly Indians who, brought as 
their share of the feast, wild turkeys 
and venison from the woods. The 
tables were made of doors, and the 
company sat about them as one big 
family. This first Thanksgiving, 
however, was not merely a feast,- 
sermons and 
songs of praise; and three days had 
gone by before the Indians returned

Boys from Mr. Scott’s college 
Physics classes and members of the 
advanced aeronautics groups have 
concerned themselves with keeping a 
steady watch on the readings of the 
instruments. 


The United States Weather Bureau 
in Washington sends daily reports to 
the school current weather conditions 
throughout the country, and weather 
maps showing the “highs” and the 
“lows.” By studing these maps 
closely and by using our instru- 
ments, it is possible for our station 
to forcast, with a great deal of ac- 
curacy, the weather conditions for 
Cambrdge for the following twenty- 
four hours. ;

Boston alone. 

Accidents on the Charles River have far surpassed the marks of 
other years. Accidents and deaths caused by skidding autos on ice- 
covered highways have made all other forms of accidental death sink 
into oblivion, as far as the concern of the ordinary person is considered. 

Thoughtless children and youths have participated in what they 
call “street hockey.”

How can all these accidents be prevented? The answer is that 
they cannot ALL be prevented. By being more careful, the number 
of them canbe reduced; however being careful doesn’t insure not 
being struck by a skidding automobile. Then the blame for acciden- 
tal deaths can be placed easily upon the shoulders of the automobile 
operator. If this were the case, the operators of such vehicles would 
exercise more care, and the number of accidents would be greatly 
diminished. 

It appears as if nothing can be done to make people heed warn- 
ings pertaining to such accidents. When warnings are issued, the 
ordinary person feels that it couldn’t possibly be directed at him. He 
then goes forth unmindful of the warning. The result of such care-

The brand which remained was care- 
fully put away and used to light the 
next Yule Log.

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COLOR ORGAN IS 
A FEATURE AT 
LIGHT LECTURE 


Mr. George Lawrence Hall’s second 
lecture, entitled “Color”, was very 
interesting. He began his lecture 
\with a brief synopsis of his last lec- 
‘ture for the benefit of those who had 
not been present at it. He then pro- 
ceeded to show how the primary col- 
ors of light were red, green, and blue 
land how the three mixed together 
made a perfect white light. He show- 
ed how a red light thrown on the 
spectrum would bring out all the col- 
ors which had red in them and make 
those that didn’t appear black or 
brown. This was true of both the 
green and the blue light except that 
they made those colors seem black 
or brown which did not have their 
own particular color in their makeup. 
|Mr. Hall explained that those objects 
which anneared to possess a certain 
color merely absorbed all the colors 
in the white light and. reflected the 
color which apveared to your eyes. 
| One of the prettiest things which 
Mr. Hall showed was a round glass 
}globe set on a vedestal much like a 
erystal, which when illuminated from 
erthin looked exactly like, what jew- 
elers call, a living opal. It was 
very beautiful to behold and it in it- 
self would have made the lecture 
}worth while. Mr. Hall’s last “Mar- 
jvel of Light” was what he termed the 
“Color Organ”. It did not produce 
/musical tones but rather by colors 
tried to express such a feeling in 
|lights as a musician tries to express 
in music. Dark lights expressed 
storms and sadness whereas soft 
lights a gay mood. Mr. Hall demon- 
strated it by accompaning a piece, 
| by Bach, with these varitions of 
colors on a large screen. The effect 
/was very soothing and was enjoyed 
| by all present.

He was professor of 
Military Science at Missouri Military 
Acadamy and was at one time en- 
gineer for the Mississippi River Com- 
mission. He is also a former Coast 
and Geodetic Survey Engineer.

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STUDENT SPEAKS JAPANESE 


Few boys who have attended 
Rindge can lay claim to the experi- 
ences which Ernest Silver, Sopho- 
more, has had since he was six years 
old. 

At that time, his father had occa- 
sion to go to live in Japan and nat- 
urally young Ernest went along. 
Then followed ten years of enchant- 
ment and a myriad of experiences 
for the young son. 

He had to be privately tutored to 
learn the Japanese language before 
he could attend school with the 
Japanese students. 

“BWducation,” “says Ernest, is taken 
very seriously in the land of the 
Rising Sun. After a pupil has comp- 
leted a certain number of grades, he 
is taught to specialize in one subject.” 
The idea behind this is that a 
good engineer or a good business 
woman ‘is better than a fair en- 
gineer or a fair business women 
who has a smattering of three or 
four other subjects.” 

“The people fre very clean and 
friendly and make enjoyable ac- 
quantances,” declares Ernest. 
“There is no anti-American feeling 
in the land, contrary to the re- 
peated declarations of some American 
newspapers. Rather the people are 
extremely fond of American sports, 
and have a fwarm spot 
hearts for America because of the 
relief work performed during the 
flood and earthquake.” 

Ernest yvemembers the _ terrible 
earthquake which devastated Japan 
in 1923. With the restoration of 
cities and towns, militariam sprang 





up. “This militarism is not one 
devoted so much to offense as it 
is is to defense,” Ernest stated. | 


“Japan’s chief fear is an air raid 
by a hostile power. Because of 
the compactness of the cities, an 
aerial attack would create havoc. 
Therefore the Japanese military 
authorities jdrill the people against 
such an eventuality.” 

The cities are quite modern so 
that the transition from Japan 
to America did not very much 
affect Ernest. While in Japan, the 
Silvers lived at Osaka. 

While in Japanese schools, Ernest 
specialized in the navigation of 
ships and hopes to do the same in 
this country. He already has had 
an experience as a member of tthe 
erew on a United Fruit Company 
ship on which ‘he visited Honduras. 

Silver is anticipating a visit to 
Japan during the summer holidays 
to/renew old friendships and to see 
again the familiar sights which 
meant home to him for so long.

UNUSUAL DEVICES 


IN WELDING LAB. 





Again, the Rindge Technical School 
is in the lead. A department from 
which not much has been heard so 
far but which has been doing big 


things behind the scenes, in modern 
science, is the Rindge Welding Labo- 
ratory. 

Here our inventive Mr. Fred Giduz 
our welding Instuctor has designed 
and built, in recent years, a piece 
of mechanism called the Polariscope. 
The boys have enjoyed both the 
scientific knowledge gleaned there- 
from as well as the colorful effects 
of samples placed in the machine. 

The purpose of the Polariscope 
is to study the distribution, of struc- 
tural stresses in metals. It is poss- 
ible to design any structural shape 
or welded structure; put the speci- 
men into the Polarscope; subject it 
to any desired stress and actually 
distinguish the distribution and 
quantity of stresses through a var- 
iety of colors that appear. 

Our Mr. Giduz has also built a 


device whereby it becomes possible 
for one of our one-armed boys to 


weld as well and efficiently as the | 


rest of the class. 

Again, the Welding department 
comes to the fore when we view the 
antics of the metallic and the carbon 
are methods of electric welding 
through Mr. Giduz’s lastest develop- 
ment. He calls it the Weldoscape. 
With this additional mechanism, the 
welding table becomes a unit where- 
by the electric are is projected onto 
a screen. The electrodes, the white 
hot metal which forms at the end of 
the electrode in the form of a glob- 
ule; the pool of parent metal direct- 
ly opposite; the gases surrounding 
the weld; and the completed weld 
can now be studied in detail many 
times magnified on the screen. All 
varieties of metals during the pro- 
cess can in this way be easily studied 
and compared. 

Many thanks to Mr. Giduz’s in- 
genuity and industry for these 
valuable contributions to Rindge.

CONCENTRATED VERSUS 
DIVERSIFIED PROGRAMS 
IN EDUCATION 





The educational system in vogue 
today has a profoundly mellowing in- 
fluence upon its subjects. It aims to 
overcome the brute man by a long 
and tedious process of discipline, 
during the course of which he ab- 
sorbs in an indifferent manner a 
large amount of safe material. 

Education has long labored under 
a reactionary administration which 
is guided by the standards of earlier 
ages. Change comes. slowly but 
surely. We live in a changing world

to era; a world whose horizon broad- 
ens with every advance of science.

Diversity in instructions is jneffi- 
cient preparation for a profitable ex- 
istance after the years of education 
have been completed. Children sh- 
ould be guided to a definite occupa- 
tion by a school system which is un- 
encumbered by xterior interference, 
and is constantly motivated by im- 
mutable truth.

Advocates of peace have main- 
tained that one of the chief causes 
of war has been the profits derived 
therefrom. To them and many 
others he new congressional bill 
which aims to take the profits out 
of war should be most welcome. 
Too, the clause which calls for 
appropriation of all excessive pro- 


fits should certainly go a long way | 


toward filling the treasury vaults. 

News comes from England that 
television will soon be a reality in- 
sofar as our British cousins are 
concerned. A, network of televi- 
sion stations are being established 
in England preparatory to launcn- 
ing regular programs for home en- 
tertainment. This must be rather a 
blow to the pride of American man- 
ufacturers who, sometime ago, were 


still in the experimental stage. 
Just what, we wonder, will hap- 
pen to the cinema industry and 


the legitimate stage when televi- 
sion does become an actuality.

_ The Journalism Class is now work- 
ing on editorials and are using the 
N.R.A., War and other subjects for 
their class exercises. 
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The Constitution is the basic law of 
our nation. Neither the national 
Congress nor any state legislature 
may enact laws which are contrary 
to or which interfere with the rights 
and duties clearly set down in the 
Constitution. In, cases where there 
exists a difference of opinion concern- 
ing the violation of the Constitution 
by any particular law, the Supreme 
Court of the U.S. the last court of 
appeal, hears the arguments pro and 
con, and sometime later announces 
whether or not the law in question 
is in accordance with the principles 
laid down in the Constitution. 

Since the interception of the NRA, 
two years ago, the radio, the papers 
and magazines have been burdened 

with long tales of woe written by the 
enemies of the NRA who claim the 
act is un-constitutional. Recently 
the supreme Court heard the argu- 
ments of both sides. Briefly the ar- 
guments are these: 

1. The defenders of the NRA ar 
gue: 

“Congress shall have the power to 
regulate commerce among the seve- 
ral States.” Constitution, Art.I, Sec. 
VII, Clause 3. 

But, articles manufactured in the 
several states constitute the sub- 
stance of the commerce among the 
several States. 

Therefore, the Congress shall have 
the power to regulate articles manu- 
factured in the several States. 

Hence, the various codes which 
form the warp and woof of NRA. 

An example may serve to clarify 
the arguments of NRA’s defenders. 

Soap is manufactured” here iin 
Cambridge. Some lof this soap is 
shipped to Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire. (This is commerce among 
the several states—that Congress 
may make laws concerning this phase 
of commerce is admitted by all.) 
Further, NRA’s defenders argue, the 
Federal government has the right to 
say how long the men who make soap 
shall work, and how much money 


these men shall receive for their 
labor. The defenders of NRA hope 
for a decision from the Supreme 


Court in accordance with the spirit 
of the Constitution. 

It is admitted that Congress may 
regulate commerce among the several 
states.. But, they say, Congress is 
nowhere in the Constitution em- 
powered to dictate under what cir- 
cumstances commerce within a state, 
such as manufacturing, shall be con- 
ducted. These persons found their 
case ‘on a strict and literal interpre- 
tation of the Constitution. 

These briefly and clearly as your ob- 
server can state them are the argu- 
ments against the constitutionality 
of NRA.
